1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species A, Figures 1-2, claims 6-9; 
Species B, Figure 3, claim 10; 
Species C, Figures 4-9, claims 1 1-21, 27-31 and 38; 
Species D, Figures 10, 12a-12c, claims 23-26; 
Species E, Figure 15a, claims 22, 32-33 and 39; and 
Species F, Figures 16-17, claims 34-37. 

The species are independent or distinct because: a molding device with separating means 
for removing mass projecting from a drum cavity is distinct from a molding device with a 
slideable mold receiving mass forced through a drum passage; a molding device with a drum 
having a cavity or passage through the drum wall is distinct from a molding device with a drum 
having a cavity open to only one surface of the drum wall; a molding device with a stationary 
central tube surrounded by a rotating ring and a chamber therebetween is distinct from a molding 
device with a rotating drum having a cavity or passage; and a molding device with a mold cavity 
lined with a membrane or piston and means for feeding pressure medium between the mold and 
membrane or piston is distinct from a molding device with a mold cavity having an adjustable 
base which is distinct from a molding device with a close-ended mold cavity. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic to all of the species.
